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A CHAMPIONSHIP WITH CONCEALED 
INTRIGUE 


The flrat third of the USSR 
lco hockey national champion' 
ship Is over. The teams liave 
played 16-17 gamos each, but 
no sensations have been in 
evidence. Tho loading trio — 
Lhs Central Army Club, Spar- 
tak and Moscow Dynamo, 
which finished In exactly the 
snmo succession last year— aro 
confidently holding their own. 
Normally it Is exactly at the 
start of a championship that 
unfanclec! clubs hod the favour- 
ites worrying; now only Gorky 
Torpedo made the Central Ar- 
my Club drop a point In tho 
1G rounds. At present Torpedo 
fa trailing CAC Id points be- 
hind, and Is 10 points behind 
Moscow Dynamo. 

How can you account lor 
■uch a gap? an "MNl" corres- 
pondent asked Moscow Dyna- 
mo forward Alexander Maltsev, 
top attacker or laat year^ 
world championship, who re- 
cently attended the Canada 
Cup tournament. 

The leading clubs provide 
the mainstay of the national 
side, which won tho Canada 
Cup in September, and so 
mre io fine shape at the start 
of the championship. Equally 
Important, the class of the 
middling clubs has Improved, 
therefore, the favourites get 
well' prepared for difficult 
games being reluctant to drop 
points. Ha who believes the 
current championship is an 
uneventful one is very much 
a the wrong. To illustrate, our 
team had to struggle at home 
to deTeat Izhevsk Izhslal, first 
division newcomers, 3 — 1 , sig- 
nally. the teams in the 




middle of the table are chasing 
the leaders in a solid pack; for 
Instance, Izhstal, now In the 
fifth place, Is only two points 
ahead of Leningrad Army Club, 
which is at the bottom of the 
table in 12th position. 

Our hockey Is now going 
through a change of genera- 
tions — does this affect the 
teams’ performance? 

The Central Army Club Is 
the youngest dub or the 
league, and still ore playing a 
solid attacking game worthy of 
their position; Viktor Tikhonov 
takes a lot of credit for It. Ho 
is responsible for the fact 
that fledgling Gerasimov, Vasi- 
lyev and Zybln are now getting 
into their stride. Tretyak and 
dofencemen Fetisov and Kasa- 
tonov are in fine fottle — Fe- 
tisov, for one, has netted ten 
goals, which could do Justice 
to any striker. The trio Maka- 
rov — Larionov — Krutov are 
close to emerging os the team’s 
leaders, though they still have 
to work hard to reach the 
level of the celebrated Mikhai- 
lov ■— Petrov — Kharlamov 
trio. On balance the budding 
players have added some new 
elements to the style of all 
the dubs, which has made for 
atlffer competition — each of 
thfim Is hopeful of making the 
national line-up.

RAMAZ SHENGELIA: 

‘TO CREATE AND TO SCORE' 


Tbilisi Dynamo Ramaz Sfcenge- 
lta, top Soviet striker this season, 
has scored 23 goals in the na- 
tional championship, seven In the 
European Cup Holders Cup, and 
four for tho national side. 

At 24 he Is among the elite 
European attackers. Czechoslova- 
kia’s Nehoda exclaimed during a 
recent Tbilisi game; ’’This guy 
will soon develop into a real 
atari" 

Indeed, in his five years In top 
division Ramaz scored 95 goals, 
a feat previously equalled only 
by Oleg Blokhin. 

He will soon again appear on 
the national side In the remain- 
ing world Cup qualifying games. 
. — Have you reached all your 
targets yet? 

Yes, but I would not like to 
have my performance assessed 
only in terms of the goals I have 
netted. Contemporary football 
places critical emphasis on 
thinking and creative players. 

— Your stylo Is sometimes 
likened to that of celebrated 
Gerd M Oiler, what do you say! 

, — Mailer was an outstanding 
player. At one time I even tried 
to imitate him. But his only res- 
ponsibility was to score— and the 
game has changed a lot since 
then. It is far more difficult to 
score today. A modern player, 
irrespective of his function, mast 
be proficient In passing, dribbl- 
ing, helping partners by being In 
the right place at the Tight time, 
in defence and in attack. 

— They say you have au in- 
born sonse of goal — how true le 
it! 

— I would rather speak of a 
sense of partners and the ability 
to play without the ball. I've 
been happy with my partners— 
In my home club I play along- 
side Kiplani, Gutsayev, Darase- 
lla, and along with. Buryak,

Washington. A Slato Depart* 
ment spokesman revealed at a 
recent briefing here that Pres- 
ident Reagan will very soon ho 
seeking congressional approval 
to send military specialists and 
equipment to the Pan-African 
contingent ut present being 
formed us a peace-keeping force 
for Chad.

H. Habra, 

Habra, who was sentenced to 
death In Chad In absentia for 
armed mutiny, treason, terrorism 
and espionage, has links with 
the CIA and other Western 
special services. His units, equip- 
ped with American and Egyptian 
weapons, are trained by CIA and 
Pentagon experts.

Now York. Tho UN General 
Assembly has begun a debate 
ou the problem of Namibia il- 
legally occupied by South Af- 
rican racists with the conni- 
vance of tha United States and 
Hi allies.

We are particularly concer- 
ned by the behlnd-the-scene 
manoeuvres (which havm of 
late been taking a more active 
form), aimed at keeping the 
United Nations from arriving at 
a solution or (he Namibian 
problem, said P. Mueshlhange.

Kabul. A spokesman for the 
Afghan Foreign Ministry has 
flatly denied the Pakistani alle- 
gation that four Afghan heli- 
copter gunships crossed tho 
border Into Pakistan and fired 
on objectives there.

The Pakistani accusations, he 
continued, also aim at securing 
more military aid from the 
United States under the pretext 
of the mythical "Afghan 
th real". These plans, he stres- 
sed, jeopardize the peace and 
security In the region. 


AIMS RACE PROCEEDS APACE 


Washlnglon. The US House of 
Representatives has approved by 
a majority vote appropriations to 
the tune of 4,300 million dollars 
this fiscal year Tor the develop- 
ment and manufacture of the MX 
Intercontinental ballistic missile 
and tha B-l strategic bomber. 


The decision to speed up the 
development and production of 
the MX and B-l Is completely at 
odds with Reagan’s statement 
announcing his readiness for 
talks on limiting strategic arma- 
ments, and severely puts In 
question the sincerity of similar 
Washington assurances.

Significantly enough, as far 
“““ «arly October 1979, the 
USSR proposed freezing all plans 
tor the deployment of mlBslIes 
and, In place of the NATO 
agreement to deploy new Ame- 
rican missiles, it suggested that 
talks should be started on mu- 
tual reductions or European 
theatre nuclear weapons. Two 
whole years have thus been 
passed up, with the responsibi- 
lity lying one hundred per cent 
on tho heads of those who 
were obsessed with the desire 
to deploy new mlBslIes 
trained at the Soviet Union 
and (n fact capable, due to 
tliolr new capabilities, of acting 
as first nuclear strike means). 
The burden of (his responsibility 
js In no way reduced by Pres- 
Went Reagan's overture simply 
because he has planned in ad- 
vance a deadlock In the forth- 
coming talks— in order to be 
able to declare that tha USSR 
has brushed esldo the Western 
proposal and that America, Lbere- 
fore, has oo option hut to deploy 
the missiles— In other words, he 
is using a ’’backdoor' 1 approach 
to tilt the parity in American 
favour. 

The oiher concommilant goal 
of Reagan's overture Is equally 


clear — he hopes to relax the un- 
favourable impact that a whole 
series of Washington official 
statements, stressing its reliance 
on nuclear weapons and the pos- 
sibility of "limited", i. e., Euro- 
peanized, nuclear warfare, have 
had on the Europeans. Tho Ame- 
rican Administration has come 
under fire lioth at homo and 
abroad, and this dearly shows 
Reagan's “historic addresss” to 
be a manifest propaganda ploy 
designed to prove that Moscow 
rather than Washington stands 
— in the way of nuclear disarma- 
ment In Europe. It Is hard, 
though, to prove the untenable 
-while the USA has in effect, 
been demanding unilateral disar- 
mament on the Soviet part, 
American foreign policy of tha 
past few months has been per- 
meated with an obsession with 
nuclear weapons and with 
schemes for various ways of 
using them. 

Both the Soviet leadership 
and tho whole Soviet ; people, 
Leonid Brezhnev stressed 
contly, are working hard to 
stave off nuclear war and to 
prevent it aver erupting, Tha 
Soviet Union, he- stressed, 
does not leak preferential 
treatment and: only .liUUU 
that the USA and' NATO should . 
measure our security and that of 
our allies with the same gauge 
they use to ensure their own 
security. The Soviet Union 
wants the talks to result In a 
towering of the level of con- , 
frontaUoq rather than in raising 
® nd to dear the way for 
rurther steps towards military 
disarmament In Europe.

POLISH PARLIAMENT 

• Warsaw. In defiance of the 
measures taken by the l Mdef , 
of the Polish United Workers* 
Parly and the government to 
bring tho situation in Poland 
back to normal, the anti -social- 
ist groups and elements, arnL 
el!, extreme elements m 
'Solidarity*, continue to pro- 
voke unrest They interfere 
witli tho work of local state and 
economic bodies and call f 0r 
more strikes. Over the past few 
days, they liavo caused disturb- 
ances In more than 30 provinces 
Rural branches of "Solidarity' 
sabotage food deliveries to 
towns. 

In several cities, tho leaden 
ol the "Confederation of Inda- 
pendent Poland" have de- 
manded that their counterrev- 
olutionary organization, which 
has links with the American 
CIA, should be made legal. 

At a recent meeting, tbo Pra- 
sldlurn of the Polish Seym (par- 
liament) Issued a statement, 
which reads as follows: at Us 
meeting a few days ago, the 
Seym unanimously called for 
the restoration of social calm.

KamAZ 

Ten years ego, Nuberezlinlye Chelny, which 
was given the status of a town In 1B30, looked 
like a large village. Today, with a population 
ol 350,000, It Is Ihe second biggest town hi Ta- 
taria. This rapid growth Is due to a large Indus- 
trial complex, called KamAZ, producing heavy 
lorries and the diesel engines for these lorries, 
on the banks of Ilia Kama River, (he main tri- 
butary of the Volga. 

The complex was bull! extraordinarily quick- 
ly. An excavator removed (he first load of earth 
from the cmulrucllon site In December 1969. 
The first lorry rolled oft Ihe assembly line in 
the winter of 1978. In Uie live years that have 
passed since (lion, the works lias produced 
220,000 KamAZ lorries, Including 
20,000 vehicles made for export. 


A short while ago, the second phase of the 
KamAZ works went Into operation, Uum raising 
production capacity to 180,000 diesel lorries a 
year. 

The commissioning of the second phase will 
double output. - When the works reaches full 
capacity, it will increase by one and a half {hues 
the Iqad capacity ol lorries manufactured In Ihe 
USSR each year, and the number of diesel lor- 
ries produced In tills country win become three

Pskov Is one of Ihe oldest 
clllos in this country. For many 
centuries it served as tho main 
fortress on Iho liorlh-wost bord- 
ers of Russia. 


Pskov was first mentioned by 
chronicles In 903. Today there 
aro about 100 old buildingB hi 
Iho town Including fortified 
walls and lowers, Bmall whit a 
churches with tall belfries, and 
boyars' chambers. One ol tho 
most Interesting ol the architec- 
tural monuments Is tlio Trinity 
Calhedial, built tn 1699, and tba 
Kremlin around It. This Is, per- 
haps, one of the most outstand- 
ing examples of medieval Rus- 
sian nr chile dure. Tho Krem- 
lin's stone walls dato back to 
lha 13th century. 



In the time those walla 
acted as a military fortress— 
they withstood dozens of sieges 
and attacks. It was from Pskov, 
In 1242, that the army of Ale- 
xander Nevsky set out altar the 
retreating crusaders and com- 
j pletely routed them.

’‘fabulous” man? Tiro answer Is luvllo Batalov 
lo play tho role! The disarmingly convincing, 
ullerly credible Balaluv ulio can even prove to 
us (bat twice Iwo Is five. 

Batalov li.vi been lucky, lie hut taken part In 
mauy II Inis a oil has worked with leading Dim 
directors such as Insll lie III Ik mid Mlkliail 
Romm. As a rule, the movies about contempor- 
ary life In which he has appeared have brrn 
dram a II rally very powerful. He bos created 
many uuforgcUable Images In screen versions al 
classics— for Instance, as Gurov In “The Lady 
With the Dog", based on Chekhov's story, and as 
Protasov In Leo Tolstoy's Living Corpse". He 
has also dona outstanding work as ■ film direc- 
tor: hls movies of Gogol's "The Overcoat”, 
Dostoevsky's “The Gambler" and ol the fairy ialo 
"Three Fat Men” were extremely popular with 
tUm-goera. 

Stanislavsky, Ilia great Russian director, had 
Ilia following words of advice lor adors: "Seek 
for tho bad In Hie good man and for tbo good 
In the bad man 1 '. Following this pracept, Balolov 
hat always sought to reveal the simple In (ho 
complicated and (be complicated [ n the simple. 
Playing the sort of character who Is often dis- 
missed as an “ordinary” working chap, Batalov 
broke down the store utype by showing him to 
ba deeply Intelligent, On (he contrary hls Inter- 
pretation of tho physklal-lnlelleclual, haviug a 
very full and complex Intern a! world, made him 





out to be « basically simple and easily under- 
stood character. In Ihlx way Batalov reducos the 
distance dividing the elevated hero from the 
viewer lo a minimum. 

Hls ability to "breathe life’' Into whatever ho 
touches la perhaps one ol Batalov’s mala trails 
os well as hls outstanding charm as an actor 
(coni rib utl ug in no small way to the abovonamed 
quality) and the spectator's niter confidence In 
whatever ha chores to do. Presumably, it was 
mainly due to these talents, that Batalov was In- 
vited lo play (he role of Gosha In "Moscow 
Doesn't Believe lu Tears".
